W. F. Millinchamp has been 
H familiar figure around Mac- 
donald College — first as a 
itudent. then as a member 
of the Agriculture staff (Ag- 
ronomy Department) and fi- 
nally, for the last 10 years, he 
has held tbe position of per- 
manent secretary - treasurer 
6f the Students* Council. 

For those who don't know 
too much about the perma- 
nent secretary-treasurer does. 
I^t m« explain why this is a 
most vital position. With a 
itudent body of 1350. and 
•ach student paying $26.00 
In student activity fees, the 
•pm of $35,100.00 must be 
disposed of. Under the pre-

<^ents* Council, it *r$ the per- 
manent secretary treasurer 
who will : 

1 > pay alt bills, disburse 
•nd collect all student monies 
Bt the request of the Student 
Council Treasurer. 

2' Administer the alloca- 
Hon of all student funds un- 
der the direction of the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

J) Present an audited fi- 
nancial report to both the 
outgoing and incoming Stu- 
dents' Council at the end of 
Mch fiscal year. 

When I spoke to Mr. Mil- 
linchamp on Monday, Sep- 
tember 30th, his last day in 
office, he told me that it was 
with great regret that he is 
terminating his association 



with the students, but that 
he was happy to be retiring 
while he and his wife are 
young enough to enjoy the 
travelling they plan to do in 
the future. Mr. M. saw a 
great deal of action overseas 
during the First World War. 
after the fateful year of 1915. 
when his entire class here at 
Macdonald enlisted. After the 
War. Mr. M. returned to 
Mac. joined the staff, married 
and settled down. His daugh 
ter. who was vice president 
of the Students' Council in 
her senior year, graduated 
from the School of House- 
hold Science in 1954 (inci- 
dentally, her husband w.^s 
treasurer of the Students' 
Council that same year) . 

During the past 10 years 
as permanent secretary-trea- 
surer of the Students' Coun 
cil. Mr. M. has seen many 
changes. Until four years ago 
all council records, etc. were 
kept in the Men's Residence, 
but with the pift of the Stu 
dent Council House, student 
activities have been greatly 
centralized. The number of 
students attending Mac has 
increased greatly over the 
past few years, and with this 
population growth, there has 
come a corresponding growth 
in the amount of business to 
be transacted concerning the 
various Student Activities. 

Mr. Millinchamp has a( 
ways had a great deal of faith 
in the students, and in their 
ability to assume responsi- 
bility. Those students, on the 
other hand, who have known 
him, think of Mr. Millin- 



champ as both a wise finan- 
cial advisor and a very good 
friend.

STUDENTS' SOCIETY MEETS 



The first Students' Society 
meeting took place in the As- 
sembly Hall on Monday, Sep- 
tomber 30. Our president 
Dave Appleton called the 
meeting to order. 

The first item on the 
aerenda was the introduction 
of the new Honorary Presi- 
dent, Prof. C. Wayne Hall. 
He has promised to advise 
the Students' Council on any 
problem they may have. 

Dave expressed hopes that 
cards would be here for 
elections today. Plc-ase check 
to see if they are here yet, 
as they must be presented 
when you vote. 

Our numbers have in- 
creased greafly since last 
year. In 19G2 we had 702 
students in Education — 
now w^e have 810. In Ayrri- 
culture (and Home Ec.) last 
y»»ar there were 375 — now 
there are 404. Also, there 
are now 144 post graduates. 

The Freshman classes of 
Agriculture and Home Eco- 
nomics have not as yet 
elected their executives. The 
Sophmore presidents have 
been asked to help in these 
elections, to take place in 
the near future. 

Another topic of ijusmess 
was the new Coffee Shop 
which, as you all know, is 
about to be built below the 
New Dining Hall. A commit- 



tee has been formed of thre-e 
members of staff and three 
students to arrange the 
plans. Jim Banting, as re- 
presentative of this commit- 
tee opened the floor for ques- 
tioning. Apparently the 
rough estimate of the cost is 
$16,000 — $7,000 of which 
will be used for tables and 
chairs alone. He has pro- 
mised that it will be finish- 
ed, by the latest, the begin- 
ning of January. The origi- 
nal Coffee Shop, built in 
1947, will be used for stora- 
e^e, pool, ping ponq:, and per- 
haps a conference room. 

Three top men on campus 
told us about their programvS 
for the coming winter. Dave 
Slater, chairman of the Win- 
ter Carnival, Feb. 6. 7 and 8 
piomises that it will be the 
biggest and best yet. Gene 
Terry, president of the Lit 
and Deb Society, and Mari- 
nus Van de Sande. President 
ot the Royal (Feb. 28) also 
told us something of their 
plans. 

The most impoitant topic 
on the agenda was the in- 
troduction of the candidates 
for the councillors of the 
various faculties to the Stu- 
dents' Council. Allen Picket 
^nd Barry Stephen have 
[>een nominated for Agri- 
culture Councillors. Sheila 
Boyce, Joan Green, Heather

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BILL 60 AND QUEBEC EDUCATION 



FIGURES INCORPORATED 

It Is tlie purpose of this article to clear up any luiseon- 
ceptions which may have arisen about **those students" in 
the Institute of Education. Although all of them are pi ima- 
rily engageil in preparing themselves to teach the young- 
fit^rs of tomorrow, not all of them ai e arriving at their goal 
in the same way. Thus, we may, broadly speaking, clas^ffv 
the teachers into five distinct groups. 

Beginning at the top of the ladder (it is not the in>^ 
tion of this article to cause friction), thera are the Class I 
Diploma students. They have already completed their aca- 
demic training. Possessing degrees of one sort or another, 
they enrol for a year of teacher-training. If successful, they 
ai-e awarded a first class teaching diploma. Their course of 
«tudy includes elementary and secondary methods, educa- 
tional psj^cholog}^, histoiy, philosophy and other pi'ofessio- 
nal subjets. This year, eleven Nigeiian students ave regis- 
tered as well as several engineering graduates. Total en- 
rollment in the course is 108. (IG) 

Next come the Class IT Diploma Sophomores. These 
students are in their second year of teachei* training at Mac. 
Included among them are B. ED's who will proceed to their 
third and fourth years at McGill and also those w^ho will ter- 
minate their training at the end of the year and enter the 
teaching ranks with their second class teaching certificate. 
Furthermore, the groups consist of thO'se preparing for 
classroom teaching and the physical education students 
who will teach in the gymnasium. Then too, thera are a 
couple of 2 A students, who, after obtaining temporary 
permits, are now trying to quality for the certificate. The 
Course of study is combined, to include academic and pro- 
fessional. Enrollment is 196. (2 BD, 2 A). 

Then, thei e is the Class II Diploma One- Year group. 
Students who have either completed senior maticulation 
or have an equivalent num])e)- of univei'sity credits but who 
do not possess degrees, qualify for this course. The course 
followed is similar to the other one-year cour-ses with the 
emphasis on professional subjects and practice teaching. 
Enrollment this year stands at 98. (2 S), 

The largest group in Jiumbers is the Class II Diploma 
freshman contingent. These include B.ED, students. They 
are l>eginning the first of a two-year coui'se which will lead 
them to a second class teaching certificate. They, as well, 
consist of teachers aiid Phys. Eds. Enrollment totals 271. 
(FBD) 

And last but not least (in members) stand the Tempo- 
rary Permit group. These students, for vaiied and sundry 
reasons are taking a one-year course in teacher training 
which will grant them a licence to teach foi* five years. If, 
when the five years is up, they haven't improved their qua- 
lifications, they are rejected and abandoned by the teaching 
profession. Enrollment is 131. (T.P.) 

Enrollment figures tor the Institifte of Educati< 
Mac show a total of 807 students. In more practical terms, 
this figure reads 618 women, 189 men. Even the most naive 
freshman math student could readily calculate that this 
works out to something like 3.27 women for every man. 
The only problem remaining then, is what are we going to 
to with that 27 remained? Any suggestions?

BILL 60 EXPLAINED

\^ ii.u do you know .ii v»ui 
Bill 60? Is it a term you have 
heard — but if questioned, you 
would have to stammer and 
hesitate? Perhaps a brief ex- 
planation of Bill 60, the events 
leading to its formation, and 
a forcast of its influence on 
Quebec Education would be 
an aid. 

The educational system in 
Quebec is cumbersome and 
inefficient. It is now divided 
in many ways with the relig- 
ious and language divisions 
being most obvious. There are 
wide channels between aca- 
demic and technical education, 
as well as the primary-secon- 
dary schools and the universi- 
ties. Education in Quebec now 



costs nearly 800 million doJ- 
lars annually — almost one 
quarter of the provinces spen- 
ding. As well as this, educa- 
tion has become a very impor- 
tant part of our lives and will 
he more «.n in the Tr 1*5^ 

When the present provincial 
government was elected, part 
of their campaign was a pro- 
mise that a royal commission 
would be formed to investiga- 
te the educational chaos in 
Quebec. "The Royal Commis- 
sion of Enquiry on Educa- 
tion'* was formed in 1961. Its 
eight members included qua- 
lified men from provincial uni- 
versities and businesses. It was 
under the direction of the 
Right Reverend Alphonse- 
Marie Parent of Laval Univer- 
sity. 

The Commission published 
its first volume in April 1963 
and from the recommendations 
contained therein, Bill 60 was

This fiill is soon to 
go before the Provincial Legis* 
laturcy and if passed (as it al« 
most certainly will be), wilt 
bring many changes to provin-.

— The Minister be required 
to proceed by means of re- 
gulations in dealing with the 
following matters: 

1. programme of study, 
examination standards, offi- 
cial diplomas 

2. Qualifications of teach- 
g personnel. 

The services of the Minis- 
try of Education be grouped 
in t^jree divisions, each hea- 
ded by a Director Genera I J

ded above. A lot of thou-l)b 
and planning has gone into 
these recommendations. How- 
ever, whiW many objectioni 
have been raised, success seems 
to be in sight now — the bill 
is ready for Legislature and 
a special session may be called 
this month to deal with it. 
There had been, objections to 
some of the pcMivts by the Ro« 
man Catholic Clergy but in» 
formed soureet have revealed 
a compromise between the bis* 
hops and Quebec Youth Minis- 
ter Jean Gerta-Lajoie so littU 
now stands in its way. Premiet 
Lesage naay however, defer th# 
bill till January, when the Bis* 
hops have returned from th# 
Ecumenical Council in Rom« 
in spite of Cardinal Leger'f 
approval of ♦he amendments. 

Gerin-Lajoi«, who would 
become the Mifusfer of Edu* 
cation when the bill is passed^ 
has been one ef the strongest 
supporters. He has toured this 
province extensively to gene* 
rate support for it and is re- 
ported to be prepared to wag» 
an all-out cabinet fight to ha« 
ve the bill presented before 
the end of this year. Reasons 
for presenting k as soon as 
possible centre around the pos« 
sibility ef having the recom- 
mendations in effect by th« 
end of the next school year. It 
was shelved at the last session 
over Gerin-La)oie's strong ob- 
jections. 

Despite majority support in 
the province the courts could 
declare the Bill 6d null. How- 
ever most of the citizens of 
Quebec, no matter what faith, 
or language, if concerned with 
the problems of Education in 
this province, are in support 
of Bill 60 and wish to see it 
carried through*

Rather more stringent security 
measures are therefore becoming 
more and more necessary and it 
is for this reason that some of the 
outer doors of Brittain Hall are 
being locked at 12:00 P.M. each 
ninht. The main entrance, however, 
will remain open and in a notice 
posted in Residence, I have asked 
for the cooperation of those who 
normally use the other entran- 
ces after 12:00 P.M. to bear with 
th« inconvenience which the lock- 
ing causes.

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EDITORIAL 

Home Coming Week-end is an appropriate time 
for under graduates to compare themselves and their 
school to the students and conditions of the past. 
Physically our campus has changed considerably in 
the past few years as also our social environment has 
changed. It is generally felt that alt these changes 
are for the better and help provide a graduate who 
is adequately prepared to assume his position in the 
working world when he leaves. 

With all these developments it is inevitable that 
the personality of our student body differs from the 
personalities of the classes represented by our gra- 
duates on campus this week-end. They will notice 
that our social life is more streamlined and mecha- 
nized to Include larger masses of students and for 
this reason individuals become socially less conspi- 
cuous. College pranks of the calibre of the post-war 
years are on the decline and in their place well plan- 
ned programmes of athletics, dances, and parties now 

prevail. , .

MONTREAL (CUP) — Hun- 
dreds of students led by Pierre 
Marois, president of AGEUM 
("Association Generale des Etu- 
diants de TUniversit^ de Mont- 
real") boycotted two cafeterias 
against express orders of the 
Rector, Mgr. Irenee Lussier, yes- 
terday. 

No broken bones, bruises or 
scratches, no riots or police cars 
— only a peaceful, well-oi'gan- 
ized protestation of increased ca- 
feteria prices took place at the 
University of Montreal social cen- 
tre at lunchtime. 

The cause of the student pro- 
test was the cafeteria's price- 
raise from 75 cents to 85 cents 
a meal, instituted by the univer- 
sity administration to bolster its 
sagging budget. 

Mgr. Lussier issued an open 
letter to the university preceed- 
ing the threatened boycott de- 
claring that the AGEUM execu- 
tive would be expelled should the 
belligerent attitude of the stu- 
dents continue. 

Marois has said that if the Rec- 
tor does expell anyone, ''the 
whole stnrloTit body would on 
strike." 



Mgr. Lussier stated that the 
University allowed its students 
as much of a voice in university 
affairs as any other university 
in Canada. He continued to say 
that the students' only reaction 
thus for has been one of discon- 
tent and abuse against univer- 
sity officials leading as far as 
open strikes and rebellion. He 
added that the reason for the ten 
cent increase was that last year 
the cafeteria ran a $43,000 defi- 
cit. Instead of lowering the quali- 
ty of the food, they were raising 
their prices. 

The AGEUM executive does m 
fact declare that it is not fight- 
ing over a matter of ten cent 
increases. The issue at stake is 
*'The more serious one of prin- 
ciple.** Said Marois in a .special 
statement to the McGill Daily — 
"We, the students, refuse to pay 
more than the original 75 cents 
per meal. We have been pro- 
mised steps towards free educa- 
tion and suddenly our fees and 
the cafeteria prices were raised. 
All the protests we made, all 
our attemps at negotiation were 
disregarded by the university. 
Our boycott of the cafeteria is a 
formal protestation against these 
reverse measures toward fre«

(The AGEUM executive is par 
tially angered over the circum- 
vention by the university adminis- 
tration, of the faculty-adminis- 
tration committee specially es- 
tablished to deal with such mat- 
ters as cafeteria increase in 
prices.) 

The actual boycott began at 
11:30 a.m., as students carrying 
placards with such quips as — 
^•On n'est pas au Kon Tiki — 75 
cents c'est amplement suffisant 
pour nos appetits" (We are not 
at the Kon Tiki — 75 cents is suf- 
ficiently ample for our appetites) 
riled quietly into the cafeteria 
to eat tlK'i'- i-'"Mi\tv nnon-time 
meal. 

The only catch was that al- 
though prices posted all read 85 
cents, protestors received proper 
change from AGEUM cashiers 
and paid the old price of 75 
cents. As they paid their money, 
all boycotters' were asked to sign 
a black book by a social centre 
staff member favorably inclini^d 
toward student polici( 

A problem arose when .\<.iKL vi 
cashiers ran out of change, since 
waitresses refused to charge less 
than 85 cents. Students were 
then ordered to pay only with as 
much silver as they could find. 
This resulted in the happy situa- 
tion for some students, who ba- 
rely managed to pull out any- 
where from 12 to 30 cents of 
loose change. 

One student commented, "La
